The Grand— Martha.” 

An opera season without “Martha.” II 
Trovatore. and The Bohemian Giri”! As 
Ko-Ko says, it seems absurd. Miss Abbott 16 
quite right in not attempting to be 
of the number of those artists who 
would subject an innocent public to 
such a strain upon its uninherited aptitudes of 
recognition and appreciation. Besides, there 
are two good reasons for giving Martha in 
an Abbott season. One is that the public likes 


contained Miss Abbott in the title rile, Miss 
Annandale as Nancy, Sig. Michelena as Lionel. 
Broderick as Sir Tristan, Pruette as Plunkett. 
eto, Sig. Michelena made bis first appearance 
of the present season. He sang in Italian, as 
when here formerly, althougb by relapsing 
into English several times in tbe dialog, he 
showed that he speaks our language quite 
clearly. His lovely lyric tenor voice was a 
valuable addition to the cast. In both his 
principal airs, “Lost, Proseribed and 
**M’Appari,”’ he sang beautifully and delighted 
the audience. Although not large in vo ume, 
his voice is the purest tenor beard here during 
the present season. Pruette, the mucb-liti- 
gated baritone, is a little too high in range for 
the pest effect of the music of Plunkett; with 


this exception his personation was ex- 
celient. Miss Annandale was suffer- 
ing trom a very severe indisposition, 


by reuson of which it was thought as late ag 7 
o'clock that the opera would have to de 
changed. However, she decided to go on and 
do the best ehe could. Sbe Dore up admirably 
through the first two acts; afterwards ber 
strength gave out and she was ina nearly 
fainting condition the remainder of the time. 
To erit eise ber singing,’ therefore, would be 


in very bad taste. Miss Abbott is not 
so satisfactory, vocally, in tbis_ röle 
as in several. of her others, ber work 


in this opera not baving as yet been freed from 
the mannerisms of her earlier career. The 
pure quality of her tone and ber rarely good 
legato are still bere, but the vovalism and the 
phrasing lack the breath of her Violetta 
or Sewiramide. In “The Last Rose 
of Summer,“ to particularize, she produces a 
strong effect upon the audience, but she does 
it by ilhegitimate means which in her case are 
unnecessary, inasmuch as the legitimate 
effects ot that song are whoily within her 
power. The illegitimate effects referred to are 
the undue slowing up of the time, the very 
much prolonged tones, and the overdoing of 
passion. On the other hand there were 
phrases bere ana there which showed that if 
she chose she could make even a greater 
effect by singing tne air simply, 
purely, and without exaggeration, just as 
a folks song should be sung. lu the last act 
she did some of the best singing of the even- 
ing. The quartets went very well, indeed, but 
in the first onea little more soprano would 
not have been out of place. The chorus sang 
so well that it was twice recalled, and the 
orchestra acquitted self creditably. Tonignt 
the opera is to be The Bohemian Girl.”

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A SUBJECT THAT IS EXCITING LIVELY 
INTEREST. 


A Necessity Claimed to Exist for Redistrict- 
ing the City into Wards—The Presiden- 
tial Vote of 1884 the Fairest Basis on 
Which It Can Be Done — Fourteenth 
Ward Residents Anxious Enough About 
the Matter to Talk of Compelling the 
Council to Take the Necessary Steps. 

Au Aiderman, discussing the subject of ro- 

districting the city into wards, yesterday said 
that it would hard'y be fair to redigtrict on the 
basis of the population as alieged to have been 
ascertained by the school census or on the reg- 
istration of thie spring. The school census, he 
said, seemed to have been taken to sustain the 
statements, ideas, and policy of the Harrison 
Administration, and to strengthen positions 
taken by some members of the School Board 
who bave figured somewhat conspicuously as 
Democratic politicians. That it was inaccu- 
rate there is little doubt. The population of the 
First Ward, for instance, is set down at 
12,296, or about three persons to every 
vote cast in the ward at the Presi- 
dential election the following year. This the 
Alderman said was utterly absurd. Again, in 
the Eighteenth Ward, which bas a considerabie 
number of people of foreign birth, the vote 
at the Presidential election was 6,643, while 
the population is said by the school census to 
be but 27,266, or about four persons to every 
voter. in the Second Ward matters are al- 
most as bad—there were nearly 4,000 votes to 
an alleged population of 17,348. The school 
census of 1883, therefore, will never do. It 
would be mucn better to base the apportion- 
ment of the wards on the Presidential vote. 
This would giye a fairer representation too. 
The law, besides, never contemplated that un- 
naturalized foreigners should be entitled to 
representation in bodies having such 
large fiscal powers as the Common 
Council. It would be unfair and unjust, for 
instance, to give a district of 35,000 Europeans, 
half of them having arrived in América within 
five years and therefore having no time to ac- 
cumulate, the same representation as a district 
containing 35,000 native Americans, worthy 
property-owners and taxpayers. To do so 
would be to give the unnaturalized foreigners 
—raw Europeans—indireet representation, and 
to double the value of the foreign-born citi- 
zen's ballot. The statute with regard to reap- 
portionment allows a wide latitude in this mat- 
ter and the Aldermen ought to avail themselves 
of its liberal scope to make a sensible and 
reasonabie redistribution of the wards. 
There is not much to be expected from 
the school census now contemplated, either. 
It is feared that it will be loosely made and 
that it may be as misleading as the last one. 
The committee to whom the superintendence 
of the work was intrusted by the Board of Ed- 
ucation, however, is a fair one. It consists of 
Messrs. Stewart, Clark. Joyce, Collier, and 
Niehoff. Some of the members say they will 
insist on the appointment of first-class can- 
vussers. It is the intention to make the block 
the unit of the census, though it would per- 
baps be bettter to make the precinct, as deter- 
mined by the Election Commissioners, the unit. 
This would be very convenient in case the re- 
districting scheme isto be based on the cen- 
sus. But the Board of Education, as a rule, is 
hardly amenable to public acvice, and it some- 
times rather prides iteeif on ite disregard of the 
publio convenience. 

The respective Aldermen who are most in- 
terested in the redistricting say that the regis- 
tration of last spring will never do as a basis 
for reapportionmespt. It was only in those 
wards where the supremacy of the gang was 
threatened that there was anything like a full 
registratuuon. In the large residence wards like 
the Twelfth, the Fourth, the Third, the Thir- 
teenth, and Fifteenth nothing like exciting 
contests were anticipated and many residents 
put off registration until next fall. In the 
Fourth Ward, for instance, the registration 
was but 5,741 this spring, while the vote at the 
Presidential election was 7,145. There are 
more than 9,000 voters in the ward now. In 
the Bighteenth Ward the registration is 5,200, 
while the Presidential vote was 6,643. The fol-

The favorit basis for redistricting is the 
Presidential vote. This would give each ward 
of the South Side about 5,500 votes, each West 
Side ward 5,800 votes, and the Nortb Side 
wards 5,200 votes each. In view of the decia- 
ration of the law with regard to contiguity and 
compactness of territory this would be a fair 
division enough. 

Since the subject of reapportionment has 
been broached some of the gang Aldermen 
have manifested a disposition to fight it. This 
is especially the case with those representing 
small wards. The absorption of the small dis- 
tricts might deprive some of those worthies of 
a constituency. Others object because it 


would break up their special cote- 
ries, sbift neighborhoods, and put them 
out of their bearing. Those two 


classes will fight reapportionment, but hardly 
successfully. If thereis any indication that 
they may be successful some residents of the 
Fourteenth Ward are preparing to apply fora 
mandamus to compel the Councilto actin the 
matter. The statute says. The Council may 
from time to time, eto. It has been decided, 
however, by the courts—so, at least, the Four- 
teenth-Warders maintain—that muy in such 
statutes has tne force of sball, and that the 
Council will be forced to go on with the appor- 
tionment under the mandamusif it does not 
proceed voluntarily in the matter. The dis- 
cussion of the subject is exciting lively inter- 
est. 


THE REV. J. d. BUTLER. 


The Chaplain of the United States Senate 
Whose Utterances on the Labor and Other 
Questions Created Considerable Talk in 
Washington. 
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The Rev. J. G. Butler, Chaplain.of the United 
States Senate, whose pointed utterances deliv- 
ered in prayer in the Senate Chamber on the 
labor question and the mj udioious use of 
money by the wealthy caused such a contro- 
versy in Washington social circies, has been 
for years identified with the religious efforts 
in Washington. He was regimental and hos- 
pital chaplain during the entire War of the Re- 
bellton. He was made Chaplain of the House 
of Representatives before being appointed to 
his present position, and served in the Lower 
House during the Forty-first, Forty-second, and 
Forty-third Congresses. After innumerable 
difficulties be succeeded in founding the Luther 
Place Memorial Church, corner of N andgFour- 
teenth streets, Washington, D. C., of which he 
is also pastor. In addition to this be is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers of the Wasbing- 
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ton City Bible Society. 


REAPPORTIONMENT. 
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MR. BLAINE’S GHOST. 

It Is Worrying Some People, for It Is a 
Very Live Ghost Indeed—The Most Popu- 
lar Republican in the United States Today. 
New York Graphic, (Dem.): A contemporary 

speaks of Biaine’s ghost. It is the liveliest 

ghost that ever escaped its corporeal tenement. 

It is watching the politics of the period with 

sbrewder eyes than any previous ghost ever 

bad, It is at war with the ghosts of Edmunds 
and Logan, and tney are ghosts indeed. It is 

a gbost that is of more power than its original 

possessor. It will never dowu until the 

manto whom it belongs has given it the 
right to hide itself. It is the man in this in- 
stance that rules the ghost—by no means the 
gbost that rules the man. 

There are more wisdom, more vitality, more 
popularity at this moment in the ghost of Mr. 

Biaiue than in the live bodies of twenty such 


men as Edmunds and Logan. The one is a8 
coldbiooded as a fish and the other as a frog. 


The persistence ot Mr. Blame is a 
thing to be respected. He believes in 
himself and he believes the voters 


of the country believein him. His judgment 
of the voters is not unjustifiable. They nearly 
elected him, notwithstanding the record with 
which he was bandicapped. There is a popu- 
lar impression that there was never but one 
man wbo was absolutely perfect, and he is 
dead. Thousands of Kepublicans who repudi- 
ated this very live man in the late National 
contest would condone bis sins if he were to 
be nominated again. Who in the Republican 
party is as great as he? Which Republican 
nas his personal magnetism? What Republican 
form is baif as majestic? lu millions of Ro- 
publican minds he is the embodiment of the 
political misfortune of Heary Clay, and if he 
were to be nominated again he would com- 
mand very large support purely asa matter 
of sympathy and without regard to the ques- 
tion whether he would deserve it or not. It is 
not according to precedent that he should be 
renominated. All men who bave lost in a Na- 
tionel contest heretofore dave lost for all 
time. But precedent is a pretty cheap thing. 
The Lord ignored it when He created the 
world. Precedent is wisdom for small men. 
It is contemptibie because it exists entirely 
within iteelf and bas eyes for nothing else. 

The Graphic hopes, in behalf of the Demo- 
cratic party, that Mr. Blaine’s ghost will not 
lead the Republican hosts in 1888. If it does 
there will be a fight that will be worth having, 
but the result of which may be doubtful. It 
has no fears with respect to such men as Mr.
